3. Due to this recent growth, the City of Newark now outperforms 
nearly all participating states on the PARCC outside of NJ. 


4. When just looking at lower income students (80% of students in 
Newark who qualify for Free or Reduced Price Lunch), Newark 
students outperform every other state (including NJ) and nearly all 
large school districts that take the PARCC exam. 


5. This data shows that schools in the City of Newark educate low 
income students more successfully than nearly all other large 
PARCC districts and all states in the US - This is a tribute to the 
MM ane of Newark school leaders and teachers who are doing this 
work.
